The  general  health  of  the  population  remains  good  and 
there  has  been  no  serious  epidemicc  Diphtheria  alone  shows  an 
increase.  During  the  year  1941,  there  was  an  increase  of  87  oases 
of  this  disease  over 'the  previous  year,'  Moreover  the  absence  of 
parents  on  war  work  with  a consequent  lack  of  supervision  in  the 
home,  has  resulted  in  the  disease  reaching,  in  many  cases,  an 
advanced  stage  before  being  s.;en  by  the  medical  attendant,  J Only 
two  cases  have  been  admit'ced  to  the  City  Isolation  Hospital  with  a 
history  of  pre'vious  immunisation  - in  neither  case  was  the  immun- 
isation carried  out  by  this  department  and  it  i6  doubtful  if  the 
immunisation  was  ever  completed  in  one  of  these  cases.  Peeling  as  I 
do  that  explanation  ano  persuasion  are  far  more  valuable  than 

printed  instructions  in  the  matter,  the  efforts  of  Health  'Visitors  • 
in  their  house  to  house  visitations  and  the  co-operation  of  School 
Teachers  have  been  enlisted  in  our  campaign  on^  behalf  of  immun- 
isation. The  result  has  been  satisfactory,  an  increase  of  405^  in  the 
number  of  immunisat; ons  over  the  previous  year  having  been  obtained* 
with  a consequent  increase  in  the  number  or  sessions. 

War-Time  Nurseries. 


The  first  Vnar-Time  Hursery  has  been  opened  at  the 
Bishop's  Palace  and  is  functioning  satisfactorily,  A second 
Nursery  is  likely  to  be  opened  at  the  Ladies  Training  College 
in  the  near  future  whilst  two  more  are  contemplated  a't.an  early 
date  at  St,  Martins  and  Whitecross.  The  urgent  necessity  and 
value  of  these  nurseries  has  been  established  and  they  are  likely 
to  be  a permanency  in  the  public  services  of  this  country,
